Chief Hamburg-American Rep- 


mented—Crew Saves Ship. 





BOSTON, April 17.—Julius Fischer, an 
agent of the Hamburg-American Steam- 
ship Line, set fire to a stateroom of the 
transport Patricia on. Tuesday night, 
while the vessel was steaming to this 
port with nearly 3,000 American sol- 
diers.. The fire was extinguished by 
members of the crew and Fischer was 
placed in irons. 

The Patricia hails from Hamburg and 
is one of the first of the German mer- 
chant fleet to be turned over for use 
by the United States according to an 
agreement with Germany. Fischer is 
one of several Germans who -were al- 


nt, the Yeqegh's owners. 

Garman was’ tyken- to 
cae tonight tor observation. 
German agehts-and a number of. Ameri- 
ean officers on the. Patricia saia that 
fibchér began to act strangély when 
the steamer was: four’ days out of Brest, 
and that hé. was confhied in. a state- 
room, under guard.” -Brnest Wetmmer, 
thief of the German ageénté’, insisted 
that Fischer was mentally unbalanced 
when he. set the ‘fire. 

Major Frank W. Cavanaugh, formér 
Dartmouth football coach, said that the 
doughboys had an exciting few minutes 
when it was learned that a German had 
set fire to the ship pnd that members 
of the crew were fighting the blaze. 

‘**We had ‘no idea at the time,”’ he 
said, * how serious the fire was. The 
German kept out of sight for the re- 
mainder of the voyage.’’ 

Fischer, according to Major - Cava- 
haugh, set the fire by manipulating elec- 
trical wires when the man who was 
guarding his stateroom went to another 
partfof the ship, When the guard re- 
turned he found that Fischer had locked 
himself in the room and that smoke was 
coming from the openings along the door. 
The guard yelled at Fischer and re- 
ceived no response. He called members 
of the crew, who smashed down the 
stateroom door and flooded the room 
with water and chemicals. The bed 
clothing and the woodwork in a corner. 
of the cabin were burned. Fischer was 
standing in the stateroom, apparently 
unconcerned. Officers were unable to 
obtain an explanation from him. 
Captain Charlies. 8. 
Patricia said that the first time it: was 
noticed that Fischer was not acting 
normally was when he threw overboard 
a silver. Cigarette case, loaned him: by 
an American Captain. The officer had 
offered the German a cigarette. Fischer 
ran to his stateroom after this act arid 
returned with dollar bill which he’ at- 
tempted to give to the American. 
Later, Captain Windsor said, Fischer 
violently abused anything American. 
The Germans had free run of the vessel, 
‘and except for Fischer,’ caused no 
trouble. 

, The Patricia was «met in the harbor 
by haval vessels and craft carrying of- 
ficial welcoming committees and rela- 
tives of soldiers. A delegation from 
‘Rhode Island on-board the ferry boat 
John H. Sullivan met with misfortune. 
This. craft so sooner had reached the 
Patricia's side than the transport lifted 
anchor from Quarantine and steamed to 
its berth. 

At Commonwealth Pier the ferry boat 
was tunable to hold its place itn the 
parade “up the harbor and fell far 
astern. A band on board kept playing 
“The Gang’s ‘All Here.” 

The harbor reception was carried out 
in a drizzle, and the atmosphere was so 
heavy that it was necessary to steam 
close to the Patricia to obtain a good / 
view of the hundreds of troops who 
leaned over the rails and shouted that 
they were glad to be home.

Final Form of Treaty. . 

The drafting of the final form of the 
peace treaty is proceeding rapidly in 
order to have it ready for presentation 
to the German delegates when they 
arrive at Versailles a week hence. 
The .document, as framed, ‘begins 
with an introduction in the form of a 
protocol, setting forth the complete 
list of belligerent powers taking part 
in the war and now making peace, 
with the designation of plenipoten-

Another indictment charges Kaufmann 
and. Lindheim with violating the same 
act by counaéling and advising Dr. 
Rumely not to report to the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, and United States Com- 
ment owned the ‘majority of stock in 
The Mail, having advanced $1,301,700 for 
its purchase. On the previous indict- 
ment Dr. Rumely and Kaufmann are 
held’ in $35,000 and $5,000, respectively. 
Lindheim will be arraigned before Fed- 
eral Judge Learned Hand today when 
bail will be fixed. 

Besides thé indictments found here Dr. 
Rumely was also indicted in’ Washing- 
ton,‘ Db. C., last December for failing to 
make a proper report to the Alien Prop- 
edty’ Custodian, and United States Com- 
missioner Hitchcock, after a hearing,” 
directed that he should be sent to Wash- 
ington for trial in that district. An ap- 
peal was taken, and the matter is now 
pending before the United States Su- 
premie Court. 

The‘law firm of which Kaufmann and 
Lindheim are members, was counsel for 
the German Embassy before the United 
States entered the war, and Mr. Kauf- 
mann, when the indictment was re- 
turned against him last Summer, vigor- 
ously asserted his loyalty to the United 
States, and explained to the Department. 
of Justice his precise connection with 
ba transfer. of ‘The Mail to the control 
Dr. Rumely. Until the indictment 
eaites Mr. Lindheim was returned yes- 
terday he had not appeared conspicu- 
ously in any of the proceedings growing 
out of the purchase Of the newspaper.

GIVE BACH’S MASTERPIECE. 


T. T. Noble Leads Oratorio Society 
in“ The St. Matthew Passion.” 


An eighteenth century organist of St. 
Thomas. Church, Leipzig, composed the 
music conducted at Carnegie Hall last 
evening by the twentieth century organ- 
ist of St.. Thomas Church, New York. 
The composition was that overwhelming 
dramatization of Holy Week, familiarly 
khown as “‘ The St. Matthew Passion,” 
by John Sebastian. Bach, and the per-. 
formers were the Oratorio Society, led 
by--T.-‘Bertlus Noble; Mildred Graham, 
soprano; Merle Alcock, contralto; Lam- 
bért Murphy, tenor; Reinald Werren- 
rath, .baritone; Charles T. Tittman, 
bass; Frank L. Sealy,.organist; Charles 
A. Baker, pianist}. a large orchestra and 
the St. Thomas. boy choir: 

The presentation of Bach’s masterpiece 
by New York's venerable choral organ- 
ization is by no means a novelty, but 
Mr. Noble is a new figure at the con- 
ductor’s stand, at least in public. His 
reading of the score yesterday was pre- 
cise, respectful, and conscientious. Mr. 
Noble belongs .to the diaphragmatic 
school of conductors: his baton seldom 
moves far from a perpendicular line 
bisecting the trunk from the thorax to 
the thighs. His beat is metronomic and 
his tempi are meticulous. He fits ad- 


mirably into the spirit of the Oratorio /

Transit unions confront the law, 


should be able to see that Judges can- 
not discriminate between classes of 
citizens, and cannot take their law 
from .the unions, 
Business men well know that it is 
better to make: some sacrifices than 
to take chances with either Judge or 
jury, whatever the merits of the con- 
troversy. Employers and unions 
might easily agree out of court 
upon terms which neither could 
expect from the law in _ court. 
Judge Marer told the unions what the 
receiver previously had told them, 
that under the law there could be a 
settlement of labor troubles only be- 
tween the receiver and the workers 
as a unit, and that there could be no 
lawful settlement with a portion of 
the workers, or with one union rather 
than another union. All unionists 
and nonunionists are equal before the 
law, and a judicial decision should be 
both all-inclusive and impartial. Re- 
ceiver Garrison already is in negotia- 
tion with representatives of his work- 
ers, but continues his refusal to treat 
with ‘‘ outside ’’ unionists. 
A strike is no grievance in itself. 
No man, no combination of men, is 
under obligation to work for anybody, 
on any conditions of employment not 
agreeable to the workers. The with- 
holding of labor is not obnoxious 
even because of. such results as those 
outlined in labor’s menace. The ne- 
cessities of innocent and helpless thou- 
sands are not to be made the ground 
of forced labor, on terms imposed by 
employers. But also there can be no 
abandonment of feeding the hungry, 
succoring the sick, and maintaining 
the public utility services which are 
indispensable under modern conditions 
of life. This is not the collision of the 
irresistible with the immovable which 
seems to be indicated by the situation.
